The Crawford County Board of Commissioners are con- 
sidering $53,104 in department cuts to keep the 1983 budget 
out of the red. 

A mid-year budget review discovered revenues in a few 
departments were falling short of budget estimates and ex- 
penditures in several areas were running high. 

Last Thursday the county commissioner finance com- 
mittee and county treasurer presented a list of reductions 
amounting to $53,104 the board could approve to bring the 
1983 budget closer to balancing at the end of the year. 

If the county carries a deficit into the next year, they 
must submit a plan to the state detailing how they aim to 
operate in the black. More importantly perhaps, a deficit 
would hurt the county’s bond rating and Crawford County 
would have to pay more for tax anticipation loans. 

The propesed reductions include a $21,800 cut in the 
sheriff department - with the largest line item reduction a 
$16,800 cut in vehicle purchases - and a $9,700 cut in building 
and grounds, the largest line item reduction being a $6000 cut 
in building improvements. 

Other proposed cuts come in these areas: $1000 - Clerk’s

Even if the cuts are made, the county may still run into 
the red without further action. If the $53,104 in reductions are 
approved, it would leave an estimated $7,021 deficit. In addi- 
tion, the county will probably have to pay $15,000 in cash for 
radios purchased for the sheriff dept. The county originally 
was going to pay for them over three years but discovered it 
was over the legal limit for long-term financing. 

There’s also a potential $29,000 increase of expenditures 
over budget estimates for Circuit, District, and Probate 
Court witness fees and costs for indigent attorney fees. 
Together, these could put the county $51,021 in the hole by the 
end of the year. 

No mention was made of lay-offs at the county com- 
missioner meeting Thursday, Sept. 29, while discussing 
proposed reductions.

County Truth in Taxation § Pedestrian Lights Slated 
Decision Due Tuesday 9 "or Downtown Grayling

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners will decide Tuesday whether to 
keep all, part, or none of an approximately 


. $21,000 increase in tax revenues. 


A 1982 law requires the board to hold a 
public hearing if they want to accept any in- 
crease in tax revenues caused by an in- 
crease in state equalized values. 

The board held a public hearing Tuesday, 
Oct. 4, for comments. Last year the com- 
missioners decided not to take all of the in- 
crease and rolled back .14 mills amounting 
to about a $22,000 drop in tax revenues. 

This year, with a possible budget deficit 
staring at them, the commissioners have 
the option of accepting the increase in 
revenues and levying the entire 7.75 mills 


for the county, senior citizen center, and 
Dial-A-Ride. The board will make their final 
decision Tuesday, Oct. 11, after listening to 
public comments Oct. 4. If the county had 
not held a hearing, the millage would have 
been automatically rolled back .14 mills to 
keep tax revenues the same as last year. 

The state equalized value of property in 
Crawford County for 1983 is $158,806,805. 
Estimated revenues from current and delin- 
quent taxes for 1983 is $1,256,821. 

With about 20,000 property descriptions in 
the county, the rollback last year figured to. 
Save an average single property owner $1. 
apiece and a married couple-50 cents each. 
If commissioners did not take the 1.73 per- 
cent increase this year it would mean about 
the same savings for taxpayers.

Four pedestrian traffic lights will be in- 
stalled at the main intersection in downtown 
Grayling by the end of the year. 

The Grayling City Council voted 4-1 Sep- 
tember 26 to participate in a state and 
federal program to place four Walk/Don’t 
Walk lights at the corners of Michigan and 
Cedar Streets. 


The Federal Highway Administration 
will pay $6,630, the state $331, and the city 
$331 for installation. The city and state will 
each pay $480 annually for maintenance, 

Fred Eggan, from the Michigan Dept. of 
Transportation, said improved federal fun- 


ding is allowing traffic safety devices to be 
placed throughout the state. He said the 
Federal Highway Administration is insist- 
ing pedestrian traffic lights be installed in 
areas where a large amount of people are 
using busy streets. 

The downtown Grayling intersection is 
also part of the I-75 business loop. Eggan 
said several persons had told him it was dif- 
ficult to see the traffic light signals above 
the street when the sun was shining. 

A state highway crew from Lansing will 
likely install the lights within 2-3 months 
Eggan said. The state highway dept. pro- 
posed the installation of the traffic lights 
Sept. 23 to the city council. 


| County-Wide Address Change 


Could Help Emergency Crews

There’s a fire called in - did the excited 
homeowner say Pine Trail or Pioneer before 
they hung up? 

There’s a stranger breaking into the 
garage and the scared babysitter can’t tell 
police how to get tothe home. 

A man suffers a heart attack and an am- 
bulance crew is sent miles out of the way 
because of poor directions. 

These dangerous situations can be avoid- 
ed, says Ed Holtcamp, a Michigan State 
Police consultant who helped organize the 
new Beaver Creek Fire Dept. Holtcamp is a 
proponent of a county-wide address change 
over to a street and number grid system 
used across the country by Consumers 
Power instead of the current rural route and 
box number used by Grayling and Frederic 
post offices. 

“Why should we spend countless hours of 
preparation saving time getting out of the 
fire station and then waste time trying to 
find the place?”’ Holtcamp asked. 

Holtcamp, who spoke to county com- 
missioners last Thursday at the request of 
Sheriff Joe White, said the Consumers 


Power system eliminates confusion. 


‘An excited caller telephones the dispat- 
cher at the sheriff department in Grayling 
and they’re hard pressed to give simple 
directions, Then the dispatcher has to turn 
around and give the emergency service 
directions. So the firemen, police, and am- 
bulance crew, are geting hurried directions 
third-hand,” Holtcamp said. 

Under the Consumers Power system, 
street names are coordinated and numbers 
are asaigned to every 100 feet along a street 
on both sides of the road. 

“Using the street and number system 


dramatically decreases response time,” 


Holtcamp says. “‘Emergency crews can 
easily locate, say an 800 block of a street, 
and even know what side of the road the 
house is on.”’ 

Part of Beaver Creek and South Branch 
townships have already switched over to the 
street and number system because the 
Roscommon Post Office asked its patrons to 
change by September. 

Holtcamp explained the advantages of the 
street and number system to the com- 
missioners and they are considering suppor- 
ting a county-wide change. 

Grayling Postmaster Jim Baker said 
Houghton Lake is another area switching 
over to street and number. He said there’s a 
lot of confusion there and the post office is 
running out of address change forms used to 
notify others of an address change. 

Baker said the first thing they would have 
to do here before changing to a street and 
number system would be to straighten out 
the names of the streets throughout the 
county to avoid duplication. 

“It would be a lot of work and a lot of 
people aren't going to like having their ad- 
dress or street name changed,” Baker said, 
“but I can see how the system would help 
fire departments, police, and ambulance 
crews.” 

Beaver Creek Fire Dept. wants to install a 
computer system for $4100 that would file in- 
formation on every structure in the town- 
ship. The system could store information 
about the structure, the nearest water sup- 
ply, fastest route to the area, plus special 
medical problems or handicaps of house- 
hold members, and spit out the facts within 
five seconds to firemen and other emergen- 
cy crews. The key to easy filing, however, is 
the street and number address system. 

The Beaver Creek Fire Dept. is also push-

If the victims are not in- 
sured, such a burn out is as 
great a disaster to the vic- 
tims as if a tornado had des- 
troyed much of the com- 
munity. 

Crawford County Chapter 
of American Red Cross has 
rendered full Disaster Relief 
to all the victims of local 
disasters in Crawford Coun- 
ty since 1974 when a tornado 
struck our community of 
Frederic, but most residents 
of our community do not 
realized that they have. 

There have been 29 unin-

Michigan Mirror Gabriel-Pasternak Speak Vows 


Rules Oppressive and 
Duplicative to Business 


oe 


Many state regulations and rules 
are unnecessary, oppressive and 
duplicative in ways that discourage 
business activity, the Joint Com- 
mittee on Administrative Rules was 
told. 

The committee held a series of 
hearings in which businesses were 
asked to specify rules of the Dept. of 
Commerce, Labor, Natural Resour- 
ces and Public Health which could 
be eliminated without jeopardizing 
health, safety and welfare. 

Business representatives com- 
plained both about the rules them- 
selves, which they said in some in- 
stances frustrates purposes of state 
law, and about the attitude of the 
regulators. 

“T can’t help feeling a portion of 
the unemployment problem in this 
state is related to excessive regula- 
tions which are burdensome, un- 
necessary and relate little to the 
enhancement of employee safety,”’ 
said James Feahr of Consumers 
Power Company and testifying for 
the Michigan Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation. 

Feahr criticized the state for 
frequently leading the way in im- 
posing health and safety rules, in 
some cases he said, when no existing 
hazard is shown. 

And he said businesses too often 
are placed in a position of having to 
prove health or safety rule com- 
pliance, because regulators will 
issue a citation if there is even doubt 
arule is being followed. 

He added appeals process to over- 
turn the citation is costly, time con- 
suming and in many cases, un- 
necessary, 

Pat Nixon of the Michigan Coali- 
tion for Clean Water said much of 
the problem was failure by agencies 
to follow the administrative proce- 
dures act, particularly in issuing 
guidelines outside the rulemaking 
process and, therefore, without 
public hearings or review by the 
joint committee. 

He suggested the law be changed 
to provide that regulations imposed 
outside the act’s provisions be

declared invalid from the outset and 
for the agencies to pay for legal 
costs incurred by a business fighting 


the invalid regulation. 
Representatives from health 
maintenance organizations 


criticized many rules which they 
said impose special burdens and 
inhibit their ability to effectively 
compete with more conventional 
health care providers. 

Alan Suits of Health Central of 
Lansing, said such rules run counter 
to public policy authorizing HMO’s 
in an attempt to hold down medical 


costs. 


He cited one instance where a new 
Health Central office was delayed 
by six months while the Department 
of Public Health reviewed its ap- 
plication for a certificate of need and 
in the meantime, two doctors 
established offices in the city of the 
proposed office. 

Suits said the certificate of need 
should not be required for HMO ser- 
vice expansion areas. 

Mike Haines, chair of the Legal 
and Legislative Committee of the 
Michigan Oil and Gas Association, 
cited several rules which he said 
presents ‘“‘significant problems’’ for 
the oil and gas exploratory industry. 

He urged the lesser standard for 
sulfur dioxide emissions to put more 
emphasis on economic reasonable- 
ness for new sour gas sweetening 
facilities, and exception for venting 
“minor” amounts of sour gas, elim- 
ination of a requirement to notify 
adjacent property owners of explor- 
ation activities, and implementation 


of rules providing for self-inspection 


of flammable gas and liquid storage 
and filing locations. © 

Rep. Michael Griffin (D-Jackson)}, 
chairman of the joint committee, 
said the committee would now begin 
meeting with officials from the 
agencies and divisions within the 
agencies and let them justify the 
regulations... 

Griffin said that by the end of the 
year he hoped to begin moving into 
the final phase of the project of ac- 
tually revising rules.
